Ford S pends $1,600,000 
But Fails To Speed Yacht 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—(P)— 
The story of how Henry Ford paid 
$500,000 for a yacht, spent $1,600,- 


* 000 to increase its speed, and suc- 


ceeded finally in making it go only 
about a fourth as fast as one of the 
four-cylindex, motor cars he makes, 
was related today by Captain Wal- 
ter McLean, skipper of the Sialia. 
Mr. Ford put the yacht in the 
hands of Detroit shipbuilders’ in 
1925, Captain McLean said, and 
they cut it in two, inserted a 20- 
foot bay, removed the steam tur- 
bines and inserted ethyl motors. 
The bill, the captain said, was $1,- 
600,000, but the Sialia. after all her 
fixing, made a test run down thie 
Detroit river at a speed slightly 
slower than her of 
16 knots.

Frequent Statements. 

The frequent statements issued 
from party headquarters in Washing- 
ton have refrained from mentioning 
the numerous repeal controversies be- 
tween candidates.

'Raskob, of the Cemocrats, advocated 
a national referendum, He opposes 
the amendment. 

The Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment, predicting the sue- 
cess of its drive against the national - 
dry law by 1935, Sees the election as 
bringing “a rising .of the repeal tide.” 
The view was expressed by its presi- 
dent, Henry H. Curran. 

The Anti-Saloon League, on the 
other hand, through Superintendent F.
